After  weeks  of  hard  parctice,  the  Bobcats 
opened  the  season  with  a  hard-fought  game 
against  a  strong  Appalachian  "B"  Team,  ending 
in  a  13-0  loss  for  the  Bobcats.  The  following  week, 
a  much  improved  Bobcat  team  played  host  to 
Milligan  "B".  Both  teams  played  hard  and  neither 
team  was  able  to  push  over  more  than  one  touch- 
down. The  game  ended  in  a  6-6  tie.  After  an- 
other week  of  hard  practice,  and  with  plenty  of 
pep,  the  Bobcats  invaded  Morganton,  where  they 
met  Lenoir  Rhyne  "B".  Here  the  Bobcats  really 
opened  up  for  the  first  time  of  the  season.  They 
completely  outplayed  Lenior  Rhyne,  and  scoring 
in  every  quarter,  went  on  to  win  50-0. 

The  first  conference  game  was  played  before  a 
Homecoming  crowd  of  2,500  enthusiastic  fans. 
Belmont-Abbey  furnished  the  competition  for  the 
Bobcats.  Continuing  their  hot  pace  set  at  Morgan- 
ton,  the  Bobcats  out-fought  and  out-played  Bel- 
mont-Abbey and  came  out  victorious  by  a  score  of 
27-12.  The  following  week  the  Bobcats  journeyed 
to  Brevard  and  won  their  second  conference  tilt 
over  the  Tornadoes  by  the  score  of  22-0.  The  Bob- 
cats were  really  in  a  fighting  mood  by  this  time 
and  proved  it  again  the  following  week  at  Spruce 
Pine  where  they  met  Mars  Hill  and  defeated  the 
hard  fighting  Lions  25-0.  The  next  week,  the  Bob- 
cats clawed  its  opponents  again  by  romping  over 
Gardner-Webb  in  a  tough  battle  28-13.  This 
brought'the  Bobcats  up  to  a  deciding  margin  over 
their  competition  in  the  conference  by  rolling  over 
four  straight  foes. 

Turning  their  attention  to  more  non-Conference 
competition,  the  Bobcats  played  host  to  a  strong 
East  Tennessee  State  "B"  Team.  After  an  exciting 
game  of  "Score  if  you  Can,"  Lees-McRaee  had 
won  21-6.    The  following  week  the  Bobcats  rolled 


over  the  highly  favored  Western  Carolina  "B" 
Team  21-0. 

The  next  week  ended  the  non-Conference  play 
for  the  Bobcats.  They  travelled  to  Davidson  to 
take  on  a  powerful  Freshman  eleven.  This  game 
was  a  thriller  from  all  points.  The  Bobcats  came 
out  on  top  again  by  winning  13-7. 

After  finishing  their  non-Conference  play  for  the 
season,  the  Bobcats  continued  their  preparation  for 
the  last  Conference  tilt  for  the  season.  It  was  one 
of  the  most  exciting  games  of  the  season  despite 
the  fact  that  the  boys  had  to  miss  their  turkey  din- 
ner on  Thanksgiving  Day  to  play  a  strong  Ashe- 
ville-  Biltmore  team,  the  toughest  foe  of  the  sea- 
son. However,  the  Bobcats  came  through  by  a  slim 
margin  21-19.  This  game  won  the  Bobcats  recogni- 
tion as  Conference  Champions  and  a  bid  to  the 
Junior  Sugar  Bowl   in  Monroe,  Louisiana. 

It  was  the  deciding  point— the  Bobcats  accepted 
the  bid  and  left  for  Louisiana  on  December  6. 

On  December  9,  the  Bobcats  were  smothered 
by  a  strong  Wharton,  Texas  eleven  49-0  in  the 
Third  Annual  Junior  Sugar  Bowl  Contest  before 
an  estimated  crowd  of  6,000  excited  spectators. 

The  game  was  as  thrilling  to  some  as  if  it  were 
the  two  top  teams  in  the  nation  playing,  but  to 
Lees-McRae  College,  it  meant  only  defeat.  Whar- 
ton, Texas,  had  too  much  class,  too  much  power, 
for  the  Bobcats  to  put  up  much  of  a  fight. 

We  have  made  no  excuses  for  our  team— all  we 
said  was,  "We  were  just  out-classed." 

Ending  the  first  half,  the  powerful  Texans  had 
rolled  up  a  21-0  margin  over  the  Bobcats. 

The  only  scoring  threat  made  by  the  Bobcats 
came  early  in  the  third  quarter— they  had  re- 
covered a  fumble  on  the  Texas  25  yard  line.  Go- 
ing into  a  spread  formation,  the  Bobcats  moved  the 
ball  down  to  their  opponents  18  where  they  took 
over  on  downs.  The  struggle  continued  but  Lees- 
McRae  College  could  not  compete  with  the  stiff 
competition  from  Texas.  The  final  score  showed 
Lees-McRae  on  the  short  end  of  a  49-0,  one-sided 
contest.
